OEDINANCES 


Passed  at  the  Annual  Session  1879-80, 


No.  1. 


An  Ordinance  aiUhorlzing  the  Mayor  to  purchase  and  to  con- 
vey to  the  United  States  of  America  two  lots  of  ground  on 
North  street  leased  by  t!ie  city  of  Baltimore,  and  adjoining 
the  site  selected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  for  a  new  Post-Otfice,  Court  House,  and  other 
public  offices  for  the  United  States  Government. 

Whereas,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  Preamble, 
the  United  States  has  selected  as  the  site  for 
a  new  Post-Office,  Court  House,  and  other 
public  offices  of  the  United  States  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore  certain  lots  of  ground  situate  on 
Monument  Square,,  Fayette  and  Lexington 
•tftreets  ; 

And  whereas,  the  sub>committee  of  the  Preamble. 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
have  determined  to  report  an  appropriation 
of  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purchase  of  said  site,  together  with 
certain  lots  of  ground  adjoining  thereto  situ- 
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ate  on  Nortli  street,  provided  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore would  donate  the  two  lots  of  ground 
belonging  to  it,  situate  on  the  west  side  of 
North  street,  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
site  aforesaid ;  Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City   Council  of   Baltimore, 
That  the  Maj^or  be  and  he  is  hereby  authori- 
zed and  directed  to  purchase  the  two  ground 
zly to  pu^rchS  rents,  one  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
cemin  Krouudg^^  ^^^  ^^j^^^,  ^^  ^,^,^   huudred  aud   eighty 

dollars  per  annum,  upon  the  two  lots  of 
ground  now  leased  by  the  city  on  the  west 
side  of  North  street,  adjoining  the  lots  of 
ground  selected  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  for  the  pur- 
poses of  a  Post-Ofiice,  Court  House,  and  other 
public  offices  for  the  United  States,  upon  which 
lots  are  situated  the  buildings  occupied  by 
the  Water  Department  and  No.  4  Engine 
House,  belonging  to  the  city,  and  reserving 
the  right  to  the  city  to  remove  all  the  mate- 
rials upon  said  two  lots  of  ground,  and  to 
convey  the  same  in  fee  simple  to  the  United 
States  of  AmeriCci,  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States  for  the  purjjose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
sio.ooo  appropri-  or  SO  mucli  tliercof  as  may  be  necessary,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
j)urposes  aforesaid,  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
levy  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty;  the 
said  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  Mayor  by  the  City 
Register,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Comptrol- 
ler of  the  city.

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  sale  of  the  City  Properly 
known  as  the  City  Yard,  and  the  investment  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  in  the  Sinking  Fund. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  the  Comjitroller  of  the  city  be  directed  ^^^ 
to  offer  at  public  auction  and  sell  the  old  1^^^^^"^.^^^^'^^^^^ 
City  Yard  jn-operty  on  the  south  sida  of  the  ®'*y- 
basin,  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  2d 
section  of  article  1  Baltimore  City  Code  of 
1879,  title  "Incorporation/^  sub-title  "Prop- 
erty,^' upon  such  terms  as  the  iNIayor  of  the 
city  and  the  City  Comj^troller  may  deem 
most  advantageous  to  the  interest  of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.    And  be    it   enacted   and   ordained, 
That  the  Comptroller  be  directed  to  pay  over  ^^'^^"^•^to  be 
to  the   Commissioners  of   Finance   the   pt'o-^^'^^^s^^^oiie"" 
ceeds  of  such  sale,  to  be  by  them  invested  in 
the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  provided  for  the 
liquidation  of  the  funded  debt  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained, 
That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  date  of  its  passage,  and  that  all  inkc  ^nt^t. 
ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  or  resolu- 
tions of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore inconsistent  with  this  ordinance,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  section  91  of  article  47  Baltimore  City 
Code,  title  "Streets  and  City  Commissioner,"  sub-title  "Super- 
intendents of  Lamp^  and  Lamplighters,"  and  to  re-enact  the 
same  with  amendments. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  section  91  of  article  47  Baltimore  City 
Code,  title  "  Streets  and  City  Commissioner,^' 
sub-title  ^'Superintendents  of  Lamps  and 
Lamplighters/'  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  re-enacted,  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows . 

"Section  91.  There  shall  be  appointed  an- 
nually,  prior  to   the   first  of  March,  by  the 
Four  Super -Mayor,  four  superintendents  of  lamps,  one  of 
Lamps  to  be\p- whom  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Mayor  for 
pointed.  ^^^  eastern,  middle,  western  and  southern 

districts  respectively,  and  to  be  residents  of 
the  districts  for  which  they  may  be  ap- 
pointed, and  who  shall  superintend  the  light- 
ing and  cleaning  of  the  city  lamps,  and 
keeping  the  same  in  repair,  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  General  Superin- 
tendent of  Lamps  and  Inspector  and  Sealer 
of  Gas  Meters ;  and  the  Mayor  shall  annually, 
oapno'nt  prior  to  the  first  of  March,  appoint  one  hun- 
htersf^'^dred  lamplighters,  who  shall  be  assigned  by 
the  superintendents  to  their  respective  beats, 
and  they  shall  light,  extinguish,  attend  to 
and  clean  the  city  lamps  when  required;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Superin- 
tendent of  Lamps  to  prepare  and  have  printed 
on  cards,  by  the  twentieth  of  each  month, 
the  hours  when  the  city  lamps  shall  be 
lighted  and  extinguished  for  the  ensuing 
month,  one  of  which  cards  shall  be  furnished 
to  each  captain,  lieutenant  and  sergeant  of 
police,  and  to  the  superintendents  of  lamps ;

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and  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  said  superintend- iS<3Mt«f°^*""' 
ents  to  instruct  the  lamplighters  as  to  the 
hours  when  they  shall  light  and  extinguish 
the  lamps  ;  the  captains,  lieutenants  and  ser- 
geants of  police  shall  report  to  tlie  Mayor  all 
failures  to  light  and  extinguish  the  lamps  at 
the  proper  time  in  their  respective  beats; 
and  in  all  cases  where  the  lamps  shall  be 
broken  and  not  promptly  repaired,  the  Mayor 
shall  have  power  to  suspend,  or  remove,  for 
neglect  of  duty,  as  in  his  judgment  the  case 
may  require  ;  and  the  said  superintendents 
of  lamps  shall  report  to  the  said  General 
Superintendent,  at  such  times  as  he  may  re- 
quire, the  condition  of  the  lamps,  and  the 
transactions  of  the  lamplighters.''^

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  Ordinance  No.  69,  approved  June  27, 
1878,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  grading,  paving 
and  curbing  Valley  street,  between  Eager  and  John  streets, 
and  to  re  enact  the  same  with  amendments." 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  Ordinance  No.  6.:!,  approved  June  27, 
1878,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for 
grading,  paving  and  curbing  Valley  street,  ^.p^^^ 
between  Eager  and  John  streets,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  re-enacted  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City

An  Ordinance  prescribing  the  disposition  of  all  premiums  re- 
ceived on  Loans  hereafter  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City   Council   of   Baltimore, 
That  hereafter,  when  any  loan  or  loans  shall 
be  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  raise  a  certain  amount  of  money 
to  meet  the  estimated  cost  of  any  public  im- 
provements, or   for   any   other   purpose,  all 
y^Infto"!  hS  amounts  of  premiums  received  on  said  loan 
or^whil!?Vatd o^  loans  shell  be  invested  in  the  specific  loan 
§efved!Tnd"urn:  on  whlch  Said  premluuis  shall  be  received,  at 
r.?isIiore?i'"fits  par  value;  and  the  city  stock  thus  pur- 
herd^^as' pHrt  of  chased  at  its  par  value  shall  be  turned  over 
thesinkiDgfond.^Q  the  Commisslouers  of  Finance,  to  be  held 
as  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  said   loan,  if  there  be  such   special 
sinking  fund;  and  if  there  be  no  such  special 
sinking  fund,  then  the  same  shall  be  placed 
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by  said  Finance  Commibsioners  to  the  credit 
of  the  general  sinking  fund  ;  Provided,  that 
nothing  in  tliis  ordinance  shall  apply  to  the 
loan  for  the  permanent  supply  of  water  from 
tlie  Gunx>owder  river,  and  the  loan  for  tlie 
improvement  of  Jones'  Falls. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage,  and  that  all  or- 
dinances, or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  physicians  Duty  of  ph}»i.

And  for 
a  failure  of  parent  or  physician  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
fined  ten  dollars  for  every  offence  ;  said  fine 
to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further   enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  if  there  be  no  physician  attend- 
ing in  cases  of  disease  mentioned  in  section  1 
Kasl^^^'°r|of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
ISn  in TtreSd- parents  or  parent  to  report  the  disease  to  the 
ducQ  principal  of  the  school  attended  hy  his,  her 

or  their  child  or  children  within  twenty-four 
hours  from  the  time  the  disease  is  known  to 
be  contagious.  And  any  parent  who  fails  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section 
shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  every  offence ; 
said  fine  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  col- 
lected. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  if  any  parent  or  phj^sician  shall 
notify  any  public  school  teacher  of  the  city

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  under 
the  beds  of  Franklin,  Mulberry,  Calvert  and  Bath  streets. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by 

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of   Baltimore, 

That  the  City  Commissioner  be  and   he  is 

hereby    authorized    and    directed    to    have

The  sewer  commencing  at 
the  intersection  of  Mulberry  and  Courtland 
streets  to  be  of  a  diameter  of  two  and  a  half 
feet ;  thence  along  Mulberry  to  Calvert  street ; 
thence  along  Calvert  to  Bath  street,  where  it 
connects  with  the  main  sewer;  suitable  in- 
lets, ttc,  to  be  made  at  such  points  as  may  be 
necessary,  in  the  discretion  of  the  City  Com- 
missioner, to  receive  the  surface  drainage. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  or- 
dained, That  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  Jg£^  "Pf^'^^'P"' 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  defray  the  expense  of  the  construction  of 
said  sewers;  to  be  provided  for  in  the  levy 
for  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty.
